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ADJUTANT GENERAL'S REPORT. 


The Act of 1871, making the Superintendent of Free Schools, 
ex-officio Adjutant General and Quartermaster General, was repealed 
by the Act of 1877, and on the 26th day of February, 1877, I being 
State Librarian, was by an act, made ex-officio Adjutant General and 
Quartermaster General. The act taking effect from its passage, I 
immediately took charge of the department assigned me. 

A large amount of official business had accumulated. The Legis- 
lature of 1872-3 having by an act discontinued the enrollment of the 
militia, I turned my attention to the organization of volunteer militia, 
with what result my report will show. 

The Acts of 1871, making the Superindendent of Free Schools, #- 
officio Adjutant General, was clearly unconstitutional in contravening 
this provision. “That no member of the Board of Publie Works 
shall hold two offices;" and in à manner the office of Adjutant General 
Was left vacant, with no one left to look after its duties or take charge 
of the records belonging to it. In 1871, Hon. С. В. Lewis, Superin- 
tendent of Free Schoolsand ex-officio Adjutant General, made a report 
of the workings of the office, but since then up to the latter part of 
February, 1877, no one seemed to have charge of it. Communica- 
tions addressed to the Adjutant General’s Office were generally opened 
by the Governor or his Secretary, and but few of them received atten- 
tion. 

In moving from the city of Charleston, the records were boxed up 
and shipped to Wheeling, but there being no room about the building 
that was then occupied as a Capitol, they were stored away in some 
warehouse in the city and were not opened until we occupied our 
present quarters. 

It was with the greatest difficulty that I managed to get the records 
and papers of the office in a condition for reference. The records are 
now in good condition and [believe every thing systematized in the 
office, My duties for the first few months were light, such as issuing 
medals to the citizen soldiery of our State as called for by them; furn- 
ishing the address of soldiers, when called upon, to the Department 
at Washington; and furnishing to the soldiers of our State the record 
of: thein services during the late war. 

For saveral months after I took charge of the office, the records 
were in such а condition that information asked for from them by the 
Departments at Washington, could not be had, but I believe all the 
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т have been removed and all that the records will show can 
e had. | 

The books of the office show that the records of West Virginia 
Soldiers here kept are invaluable and accorded the fullest confidence 
by the authorities at Washington. Enquiries concerning matters of 
great interest to individual West Virginia Soldiers are made almost 
daily. I have up to the 1st of November, 1878, issued

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It was my duty with the approval of your Excellency to make 
requisition on the general government for the apportionment of ord- 
nance and ordnance stores due the State, which amounted to about 
$24,000.00. 

On account of our State having no desirable place to store ord- 
nance, it was deemed best to make requisition for such as was neces- 
sary to arm volunteer companies then organized. 

Governor Jacob, under his administration made requisiti on for three 
hundred Springfield breech-loading rifles, calibre fifty. Of this issue 
to our State, eighty stand were issued to the “Berkeley Light Infantry" 
of Martinsburg ; sixty stand to the “Jacob Zouaves” of Piedmont; and 
sixty stand to the “Wheeling Blues.” The “Jacob Zouaves" armory 
at Piedmont was destroyed by fire and with it sixty stand of -breech- 
loading rifles belonging to the State. Another issue of sixty stand 
was made to the company, but soon after this issue they disbanded, as 
did also the “Wheeling Blues,” the latter company turning over their 
arms. 

The “Berkeley Light Infantry” commanded by Captain Charles J. 
Faulkner, Jr., numbered eighty men when I came into office, but soon 
after, filled up the company to one hundred. This was the only mil- 
itary organization in the State at that time. The company known 
as the “Mathews Light Guard" Wheeling, now company “A” First 
Regiment, was organized April 3, 1877, and mustered into the State 
service July 12, 1877. 

April 27, 1877, the Hardy Guards, of Moorefield, Hardy county, 
is organized and were mustered into the State service, June 20, 
1877. 

May 3, 1877, the “West Virginia Guards,” of Martinsburg, were 
organized and mustered into the State service June 5, 1877. These 
companies were the only ones uniformed and armed at the time of 


_the July riots. The “Hardy Guards" were armed with the old fuze 


musket, which was of no service as they had no ammunition. The 
“Berkeley Light Infantry" at that time numbered one hundred men 
and armed with Springfield breech-loading rifles, calibre fifty, with a 
‘supply of ammunition. The “West Virginia Guards” numbered 


sixty-two men and were armed with Springfield breech-loading . 


rifles, calibre fifty. The “Mathews Light Guard” numbered about 
forty men and were armed with Springfield breech-loading rifles, cal- 
ibre forty-five. 

On the morning of July 17, 1877, in response to your Excellency’s 
order commanding the “Mathews Light Guard” to repair to the scene 
‘of thé riotin Martinsburg, the company was ready to take the train 
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within two hours from the time of receiving orders. Remembering 
that the “Guard” had been mustered into service only five days 
before, great credit is due them for the alacrity with which they re- 
sponded to the call as well as for the soldierly manner in which they 
performed the duties assigned them at the various critical junctures 
that arose during their service. i 

' The “Hardy Guards," of Moorefield, under Captain J. J. Chipley, 
were also promptly ready for actual service in response to the order 
of your Excellency. "This company were armed with muzzle loading 
muskets, but as we had no ammunition for that calibre gun, they 
were of no service. The company marched to Keyser and went into 
camp, waiting for turther orders. I issued to them іп exchange for 
the muzzle loading muskets, forty stand of Springfield breéch-loading 
rifles,’ calibre forty-five, and one thousand rounds of ammunition. 
This issue was ordered to be shipped to Sir Johns Run, and the eom- 
pany ordered there for duty. 

The “Berkeley Light Infantry” numbering one hundred men, and 
commaned by Captain Charles J. Faulkner, Jr., was the first com- 
pany ordered out. It soon became apparent that they could not be 
relied on as a company, having in their ranks so many railroad men, 
but a portion of them were always ready for duty. 

The “West Virginia Guards” (by name) commanded by Captain 
D. W. Shaffer, numbering sixty-two men was ordered out for duty, 
but the company was composed principally of railroad men and re- 
fused to do duty when commanded by their officers. This was a 
state of affairs that was not looked for, four companies in the State 
and half of that number showing strong sympathy for the rioters. 
(See Captain Faulkner’s report). В. М. Delaplain, Col. and А. D. С, 
25 your Excellency аб Martinsburg, reported the above 

acts. : 

Such being the military organization of the State, and the riot hav- 
iug quickly shown itself to be of proportions very formidable and 
threatening to the interest of private property, as well as to the peace 
and dignity of the State,and entirely beyond the control of our volunteer 
militia, I, as Adjutant General, havingan intimate acquaintance with 
and immediate control of the military resources of the State, was then 
and amstill of the opinion that the gravity of the situation rendered 
indispensible other and stronger forces than I could muster in re- 
sponse to your Excellency’s orders. ' 

I cannot but speak of the action of the “West Virginia Guards," of 
Martinsburg. About the first of June, 1877, 1 issued to Capt. D. М. 
Shaffer, sixty-two breech-loading rifles, calibre fifty, with accoutre- 
ments. The company was'on a good footing until the July riots, 
Their refusing to do duty seemed to have a demoralizing effect, and 
800n after the Captain tendered his resignation, which was accepted. 
The company soon after this disbanded and turned over to Capt. C. 


J. Faulkner, Jr., at Martinsburg, fity-seven rifles and sixty-one bay-. 


onets. Leaving the Captain of the company in debt to the State the 
value of five Springfield breech-loading rifles, calibre fifty, and one 
bayonet. 'This company has a claim against the State for alleged ser- 

` vices, which the Legislature will be called upon to liquidate. I shall 
file an account against ihe Captain of this eompany for the value of 
the delinquent rifles and bayonets. | 
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The company known as the “Jacob Zouaves,” organized and exist- 
ed under Governor Jacob’s administration, had issued to them sixty . 
Springfield breech-loading rifles, calibre fifty, with equipments. The 
company disbanded before my time of office began, but their arms 
were never returned until a short time ago. I learned that they were 
in possession of a man in Maryland, and immediately wrote Col. Т, B. 
Davis,aequainting him of the facts, at the same time giving him 
power to gather them in. In reply to my letter, he stated he had 
succeeded in gathering together fitty stand which he forwarded to 
the State Armory. -The guns were in a very bad and damaged con- 
dition. I have the receipts taken from the Captain of the company 
for these arms, and suit should be instituted for their recovery. 

The first day of November, 1878, the records of this office reported 
a militia roster of organized companies in the several branches of 
service, comprising in the aggregate, fifty-five officers and seven hun- 
dred and fifty privates and non-commissioned officers. 

There areat this timeseveral companies organized, and have their 
uniforms under contract, which will be mustered in before the first 
day of January. | 

It is a gratifying matter to me to be able to state that the work of 
organizing the Volunteer Militia has been a success, as there is at this 
date one regiment of eight companies and Seven unattached com- 

anies of Infantry. One Artillery company with two six pound 

ronze Guns, and two twelve pound Bronze Field Howitzers, апа 
one Cavalry company, all taking an active interest in the work of 
acquiring that perfection of drill that makes the perfect soldier. 
There are to-day at the service of the State, in case of emergency, 
nearly one thousand well officered and well armed men, ready. at all 
ee to aid the civil power in enforcing respect for the majesty of 
the law. 


THE NEED OF A THOROUGH VOLUNTEER ORGANIZATION. 


The occurrences in the Hast and in the West, during the summer 
of 1877, have shown the wisdom of aiding the Volunteer Militia in 
keeping up their organizations. In no State was this fact more 


clearly and satisfactorily proven than in the State of Ohio, where a 


thorough and a most complete organization of the Militia is afforded 
by the provisions of a just, wise and generously drawn law. Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Connecticut, Illinois and nearly all of the New 
England States have made legal provisions for the care and encour- 
agement of their Militia organizations and that, too, at very large 
cost to the State. Governor Young, of Ohio, having an unusual de- 
mand made upon him to quell the disturbances occasioned by -the 
strike of railroad operatives, found the Militia prompt to meet his call, 
and peace was preserved, property protected, and the laws sustained. 

As the West Virginia law now stands, no aid of any character 
whatever, is granted to the Militia. The officers and men must pay 
for their own uniforms, they must tax themselves to meet all contin- 
gent expenses for rent of armories and for all other expenses, and do 
all this for the privilege of standing as а reserve power in the hands 
of the Executive for the enforcement of law when the civil power 
proves inefficient or powerless. Itisa large tax upon the pocket as 
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well as upon patriotism to expect our citizen soldiery to give their 
time, their money and their lives, perhaps, without any aid or recog- 
nition of their services in a practical business-like way—a patriotism 
that does not promise to keep together our present active organiza- 
tions very long. There ів а limit to the efforts of citizen soldiery 
when they are compelled to bear the whole expense, save the arms, 
which are issued to the State ру the Federal Government and cost the 
State nothing. Some assistance should be rendered the various com- 
panies bythe Government beyond the arming and equiping of them. 
Government help is needed in the matter of thetpurchase of uniforms. 
Armory rents ought to be assumed by the State, as is done in many 
of the States of the Union. The pecuniary burdens necessary to the 
maintenance of the organization should not be borne entirely, if at 
all, by the individual members composing it. 

Some provision should he made which would enable the force to 
have the benefit of camp and field practice. A week spent in camp, 
once a year, and devoted to drill and discipline, under strict military 
regulations, would be of vast service to the organization, and impart 
to it new life and vigor. With tents furnished by the National Gov- 
ernment, and transportation procured at special rates, the expense 
attending such annual encampment would not be heavy. 

At present the troops are provided with only arms and accoutre- 
ments. They should have allthe equipments, complete for active, con- 
tinuous and independent service—blankets, overcoats, camp equipage, 


&c. When called into active service the members of the Үоіпп-” 


unteer Militia will be ready to endure, without murmuring, the or- 
dinary hardships of a soldiers life; but they should not be forced to 
undergo greater privations than soldiers of the Regular Army. All 
necessary equipments and camp equipage should be supplied at as 
early a day as practicable. 

Some legislation by the State is required to enable those who are 


members of the Volunteer Militia, and are willing to devote their : 


time and energy gratuitously to its service, to bring it to the stand- 
ard and strength which all deem it capable of attaining, and which 
would make it equal to any emergency, give it permanence, and ren- 
der it an honor indeed to the State. 


In presenting a plea for the better organization of the Militia of | 


West Virginia—or better perhaps, a plea for aid from the State, 1 
cannot do better than to formulate the opinions held by the statesmen 
and generals whose names shed the brightest luster on the page of 
American history. Though some of the ideas they express have been 
repsented heretofore in reports from different Departments, their pres- 
ent force is readily recognized. 


WASHINGTON SAID TO CONGRESS IN 1790:

“Among the many interesting objects, which will engage your at- 
tention, that of providing for the common defense, will merit par- 
ticular regard. То be prepared for war, is one of the most effectual 
means of preserving peace.’ 


| AGAIN IN 1793 HE SAID: | 
“Т cannot recommend to your notice meastres for the fulfilment of 
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our duties to the rest of the world, without again pressing upon you 
the necessity of placing yourselvesin a condition of complete defense, 
and of exacting from them the fulfilment of their duties toward us. 
The United States ought not to indulge a delusion, that, contrary 
to the order of human events they will forever keep at a distance, 
those painful appeals to arms with which the history of every other 
nation abounds. There is a rank due to the United States, among 
‘nations which will be withheld, if not absolutely lost, by the reputa- 
tion of weakness. . If we desire to avoid insult, we must be able to 
repel it; if we desire to secure peace, one of the most powerful in- 
struments of our rising prosperity—it must be known that we are 
at all times ready for war.” 


JOHN ADAMS WROTE: 


«National defense is one of the cardinal duties of а statesman. Оп 
this head І recollect nothing with which to reproach myself. The 
object has always been near my Вей The delightful imaginings 
of universal and perpetual peace have often amused, but have never 
been credited by me.” 


JEFFERSON SAID: 

“None but anarmed nation can dispense with a standing army ; 
to keep ours armed and disciplined is therefore at all times impor- 
tan жы 

In the introduction to General Knox’sreport on the Militia, revised 
by Washington, is the following: 

“While the human character remains unchanged, and society and 
governments of considerable extent are formed, a principle ever 
ready to execute the laws and defend the States must constantly ex- 
ist. E 

«Without this vital principle, the government would be invaded or 
over-turned and trampled upon by the bold and ambitious. No com- 
munity can belong held together, unless'the arrangements are ade- 
quate to its probable exigencies.” 


WASHINGTON, IN 1789, WROTE TO THE GOVERNOR AND COUNCIL 
OF MASSACHUSETTS : 


“T have observed too, with singular satisfaction, во becoming an at- 
tention to the Militia of the State'as presents the fairest prospect of 
support to the invaluable objects of National safety and peace.” 


MADISON SAID: .* 


“As the greatest danger to liberty, is‘from large standing armies, it 
is best to prevent them by an effectual provision for a good Militia.” 

Cor. Mason, proposed inserting in the Militia clause, before-.“to 
provide for organizing, etc.,” the words, “and that the liberties of the 
people might ђе better securedagainst the danger of standing armieg 
in time of peace,” 
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RANDOLPH AND MADISON FAVORED THIS PROPOSITION : d 
. “As it is well to discountenance standing armies by the constitution a 
as far as will consist with essential power of government.” ХА

GENERAL KNOX WROTE: 


“The modern practice of Europe, with respect to the employment 
of standing armies, has created such a mass of opinion in their favor 
that even philosophers and the advocates of liberty have frequently 
confused their use and necessity in certain cases,” 

“But whoever candidly and seriously estimates the power of dis- 
cipline, and the tendency of military habits, will be constrained to 
confess, that whatever шау һе the efficiency of a standing army іп 
war, it cannot in peace be considered as friendly to the rights of 
human nature.” 

When WasHINGTON handed in his resignation at the close of the 
war, 1783, he addressed a letter to the governor of every State, in 
which he said : 

Third—“The adoption of a proper peace establishment, in which 
care should be taken to place the Militia throughout the Union on a 
regular, uniform, and efficient footing. The Militia of this country 
must be considered as the paltadium of our security and our first ef- 
fectual resort in case of hostility.”

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IN A MESSAGE TO CONGRESS RELATIVE TO INDIAN HOSTILITIES, 
” 1789, BE SAID: 


Along with this report (the appointment of a Commission) I am 
induced to suggest another, with the national importance and neces- 
sity of which І am dully impressed.

is of во much moment, іп my estimation, as to excite a constant soli- 
citude that the consideration of it may be renewed till the greatest 
attainable perfection shall be accomplished. Time is wearing away 
some of the advantages for forwarding the object, while none better 
deserves the persevering attention of the public councils.” ` 


IN 1796, HE SAID: 


“My solicitude to see the Militia of the United States placed on an 

efficient establishment, has been so often and so ardently expressed, 

. that I shall but barely recall the subject to your view on the present 
session.” 


JEFFERSON IN HIS INAUGURAL ADDRESS 1801 SAID: 


“The only force which can be ready ai every point, and competent 
to oppose them (the invaders) is the body of neighboring citizens as 
formed into Militia. On these, collected from the parts most conveni- 
ent in numbers proportioned to the invading foe, it is best to rely, 
not only to meet the first attack, but if it threatens to be permanent, 
to maintain the defense until regulars may be engaged to relieve 
them. These considerations render it important that we should, at 
every session, continue to amend the defects which from time to time 
show themselves in the laws for regulating the Militia, until they are 
sufficiently perfect. Nor should we now, or at any time separate, un- 
til we can say we have done every thing for the Militia which we 
could do, were an enemy at our door.

IN 1808 HE URGES: 


The “importance and indispensible necessity of vigorous exertion 
on the part of State Governments to carry into effect the Militia sys- 
tem adopted by the National Legislature, in a manner best calculated 
to insure such a degree of military discipline and knowledge of tac- 
ties, as will under the auspices of a benign Providence render the 
Militia a sure and permanent bulwark of national defense.” 

“None but an armed nation can dispense with a standing army; to 
keep ours armed and disciplined is therefore at all times important.” 


IN 1808 HE AFFIRMS: 


«For a people who arefree, and who mean to remain во, a well or- 
ganized and armed Militia is their best security." 


E MADISON SAID: 


“As auxiliary to a regular force for a large one in time of peace, a 
disciplined Militia forms an esential part of a republican system, it 
being certain that liberty cannot be safe with powerful standing ar- 
mies nor in danger without them, and that without an effective 
Militia, the danger of such armies cannot be precluded.” ў 

The counsels of the Fathers of the Republic were neglected, and 
there never has arisen in our history as a nation an exigency but 
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that the great necessity forshadowed by these wise and humane men 
became painfully apparent. The war with Great Britain in 1812, 
found the Nation unprepared, disorganized and dismayed; in the 
outset, defeated, and the National Capital in the hands of the enemy, 
and by them destroyed. The war with Mexico was another proof 
thatthe Nation had failed to learn by the lesson of 1812; and so along 
the march of years to the outbreak of the Great Rebellion. ira 


It is true that a few of the Northern States had made some move- . 


ment toward practical Militia organization, but, practically, again the 
Nation was found defenseless. The bitter lesson taught by the want 
of organization was emphasized іп blood and carnage, and its reeking 
chapters are remembered, alas! too well and too painfully in count- 
jess bereaved households. After thorough organization the tide 
changed, aud as the efficiency became greater and more powerful, во 
also increased the North’s chances for success. 

It is not possible, in my opinion, that a thorough Militia organiza- 
tion can be had save by the Legislature enacting such laws as will in 
а measure compensate the men who make up our Militia command, 
for the time actually necessary, and spent in such service, and for the 
expense of armories and contingencies. The aid that will be asked 
from the Legislature by'the Volunteer Militia of the State will be 
fair, and can be granted by the State without inconvenience, and to a 
great degree of profit. 

In the appendix accompanying this report will be found a complete 
register of the Military force of the State; the reports of Col. Faulk- 
ner, Capt Miller, and Capt. Chipley, a report of the Military De- 


partment of the West Virginia University; a statement of the re-' 


ceipts and disbursements of Ordnance and Ordnance Stores; and 
the amount for issue. =

There 
are now bills audited in my office amounting to $8,423.73. 

Note the following: 

On account of the July riots, New York plaeed herself in a position 
of defense, for which it cost the State $230,000. This in one week. 

The expenses of the July riots in the State of Maryland were $85,- 
000. А 

The expenses of the July riots in the State of Pennsylvania, ав 
stated by the Governor, amounts to $500,000. The damage to prop- 
erty amounts to millions. 

The State of New Jersey pays $55,000 on account of the July riots, 
but within her borders, no act of violence occurred. 

The Adjutant General of Ohio estimates the expenses of the July 
riots in that State at $70,000. 

Considering that the strike originated in our State and its threaten- 
ing attitude to life and property and comparing its cost to that with 
the expenses incurred on account of similar disturbances in the States 
of New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Maryland, we 
may well congratulate ourselves upon having fared so well, and for 
your timely action in the matter ot calling Юг aid, the people of the 
State owe you a debt of gratitude.

I had been called upon by A. P. Shutt, Mayor of the city, about 8:30 
o'clock, P. m., on the night of the.16th, and informed by him, that his 
police were powerless to enforce the law, and to arrest certain per- 
sons who were threatening men in the employment of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company, and forcing others, who persisted in 
working from doing so; and.he expressing the hope, that I would 
hold my company in readiness to suppress an outbreak, which in the 
excitement of the moment, might be produced by the most trifling 
incident, І informed him that he could rely upon my company at 
any time, to aid the civil authorities in preser7ing the peace, and pre- 
venting any destruction of property, but thai I would not permit it 
io be employed for any other purpose, unless ordered by your Excel- 
lency. Ав а matter of precaution, Lat once ordered the First Ser- 
geant to detail a non-commissioned officer and ten men as a guard at 
the Armory. d 2 

On the receipt of your several telegrams, I, at 3 o’clock А. M., or- 
dered the officer of the detail on duty at the Armory, to notify the 
members of the company to assemble at their Armory at 5 o’clock 
A.M., sharp. The men responded promptly to the order, though 
many of them were employes of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company, and the company was ready to march by 5:30 o'clock. Af- 
ter receiving a message from the Mayor that there were men willing 
to run the trains, and were waiting for protection, I sent word to the 
Mayor, and also to М. С. Nadenbousch, Sheriff, to meet me at the 
corner of Queen and Martin streets—it being about two squares from 
the point were the strikers had assembled. On arriving at the point 
designated, and finding the Mayor already there, but the Sheriff absent, 
I waited some twenty minutes, until the latter arrived, when I in- 
formed both the Mayor and the Sheriff, of the orders which I had re- 
ceived'from your Excellency, and placed my company, in pursuance 
of these orders, at the disposal of the civil authorities as a part of the 
posse comatatus of the county. Every movement made by my com- 
pany, from that time, was by authority of your Excellency's orders, 
and by directions of the civil authorities. ~ | 

On arriving at the railroad crossing, we found assembled, under a 
high state of excitement, between three or four hundred people. I 
am of the opinion that out of the number congregated at $Наф point 
there was not more than from fifty to seventy-five men who were in 
fact engaged in the strike, but unfortunately, a large majority of the 
balance sympathizing in the object and purpose of the strike—some 
intentionally, and others carried away by their sympathy and the ex- 
citement of the moment, by their conversation and actions gave 
force, power and confidence, to those who boldly expressed their de- 
termination to prevent the movement of any trains either east or 
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west, by men willing to run them. It was evident to the civil author- 
ities, that the small police force at their command, was totally inade- 
quate for the purpose, and I was so notified by them of that fact, and 
called upon to afford protection to the men ready and willing to take 
a freight train out, all of whom- were then at their posts, but who 
were unwilling to run until they were assured of sufficient protection. 
Upon receiving the above information l went personally to the 
engineer and fireman, and asked them if such were the facts. 
They informed me that they were willing to run their train when- 
ever they were assured of sufficient protection. 


Appreciating the delicate position in which my company was placed, 
and prompted by an earnest desire to prevent a conflict between the 
members of it and their friends and neighbors, I determined to make 
a last effort to accomplish the object in view without the employment 
of force With this purpose, I addressed the crowd, read to them your 
Excellency’s orders, informed them of the demand upon me by the 
civil authorities and appealed to them to desist from any attempt to 
interfere with the rights of those men who had personally informed 
me that they were anxious to run their train as regular employes of 
the Baltimore & Obio Railroad Company. Myremarks were kindly 
received, but did not effect a change in their purposes. Realizing the 
tact, that further argument would be à useless consumption of time, 
I expressed my regret that there was no alternative left me, and as- 
sured them that I should protect the men willing to work to the full 
extent of my ability. І ordered the company to load with ball cart- 
ridges, and gave to them the following instructions—to “prevent any 
interference with the men running the train, and to prevent obstruc- 
tions of the train ; that if interfered with to use only such force ав 
was necessary to accomplish the main object, and not to use their ball- 
cartridges until all means аб their command had failed to accomplish 
the unpleasant duty which the law imposed upon them.” 

The train which the railroad authorities insisted upon my running, 
consisted of an engine and about eighty coal hoppers, which had to be 
moved slowly through the yard and up a considerable grade. To 
prevent persons from jumping upon the cars and putting down breaks, 
Thad to place my men on the coal hoppers in а very exposed posi- 
tion. І also placed Lieut. W. B. Colston; and five men, on the Engine, 


Lieuts. C. D. Vosburg and б. Е, Evans, in the caboose іп the rear of . ` 


the train, taking my position on a coal hopper in the center of the 
train. 

The train moved off without any resistance from the strikers, but 
had only proceeded about three hundred and fifty yards, when John 
Poisal, as a member of the company, and a conductor in the employ 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company who was stationed on 
engine, noticing that a switch had been misplaced, immediately 
jumped from the engine to close it, and while in the act was fired at 
by Wm. Vandergrift, an engineer in the employ of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company. The first shot missed its aim, but the 
second struct Poisal in the right tempel, causing a flesh wound. 
Poisal then fired at Vandergrift, the ball striking him on the left 
side. Another shot was fired by a member of the company simulta- 
neous With the one which Poisal fired, which took effect in the left 
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arm of Vandergrift, from which he subsequently died. As soon as I 
heard the shooting I ordered the first platoon off the train and 
marched them to the front where the firing occurred; deployed them 
accross the road, ав I saw a large body of men about one hundred 
yards in front ої the engine. І advanced up the railroad, and meet- 
ing no resistance, I halted the platoon and sent an order to Lieutenant 
Colston to bring the train on, when, tor the first time, I received the 
information that the engineer and fireman had deserted their posts 
when the firstskot was fired, I immediately notified in person Mayor 
Shutt and the railroad authorities of this fact, and informing them 
of my readiness to take the train out if they would furnish me an 
engineer and fireman, but I had no further authority, unless they 
did so, to act in the,premises, under the orders of your Excellency, as 
there was no attempt to violate the peace or to destroy property. 
I was then and there officially informed that there were none at that 
time willing to make the attempt. І then marched the company to 
the hotel of Mayor Shutt, at the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad denot, 
to breakfast, and at once sent the following telegram to your Ex- 
cellency: "

GovxRNon Н. M. MATHEWS: 

Tried to take train out,and was fired into. Had one man shot, 
and shot one man. The Engineer and Fireman left us, and we could 
not take the train out. No firemen or engineers will go.

While at breakfast Mayor Shutt asked me, what further action I 
intended to take. LIinformed him, that under my orders he would 
find me ready at any time to afford all the protection in my power to 
any of the employes of the railroad company, who were willing to 
run their trains, and that he could so inform the railroad officials. 

After breakfast the company was marched to the court house, 
which I took posession of as their barracks. Believing that there 
was no immediate use Юг the company, and as some of them had 
been up all night, lordered the Sergeant to detail one-third of the 
company as a guard, ready for any emergency, and instructed the 
other members of the company to remàin within sound of the drum, 
that they might respond promptly to the “assembly call.” This was 
done, and two-thirds of the company were permitted to mingle with 
the citizens. The excitement at this time in the city was intense. 
The action of the company in assisting the civil authorities was 
almost universally condemned by all classes, friends and rolatives of 
members of the company, and especially of the railroad men, were 
condemning them in bitter terms, and appealing to them not to place 
themselves in antagonism to their friends and fellow workmen. 
Efforts were being made to arrest Private Poisal,.on a charge of 
shooting William Vandergrift, with intent to kill; threats were 


indulged in of an attack uponthe company, and a notice was handed ' 


to a printer in the town to be printed in the form of a hand-bill, ord- 
ering Mayor Shutt and myself, to leave the city by 4 o’clock that 
evening. I may.say safely, that on Tuesday the 17th day of July, 
the sympathies of this community were with the strikers, and against 
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the company, and that public sentiment was almost unanimous in 
condemning the action of the officers and men of the company for 
the part they had taken under the direction of the civil authorities. 
This feeling and sentiment, temporarily affected some individual 
members of the company, who came to me personally, informed 
me of the expressions by the citizens; which more or less affected 
other members of the company, and intimated that it would be im- 
possible to accomplished any good with so small a body of men 
against such a public sentiment, while at the same time they assured 
me that if any violence io person or property was offered, they were 
ready to sustain the civil authorities in the presorvation of the peace 
and in the execution of the law. Under these circumstances the fol- 
lowing telegraphic correspondence took place between your Ехое]- 
lency and myself.

On the beat of the assembly in the evening, the memhers prompt- 
ly responded to the call, and remained under arms, prepared for any 
emergency. The next day at a full meeting of the company the 
whole situation was discussed, and the obligations which devolved up- 
on the individual members of the company as volunteer soldiers call- 
ed into active service explained, when all who had permitted the 
public sentiment of the community to affect them the evening before, 
assured me of their fixed determination to stand by their organiza- 
tion and act in conjunction with the civil authorities in the execution 
of the law; and permit me to add that they nobly and faithfully re- 
deemed their pledge—and whenever I was called upou by the authori. 
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ties, for a detail to act, eithér during the day or night, the only diffi- 

culty I experienced was in the selection of the men, as all were will-

Siz :—I have the honor to submit herewith, for the information of 
the Governor of the State, the following report of the operations of 


the Volunteer Militia under my command during the Railroad riots. 


in the month of July, 1877 

On ће morning of the 17th day of July, 1877, I received a verbal 
order from His Excellency, Н. M. Matbews, Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Militia, to proceed with my company to Mar- 

. tinsburg, Berkeley County, West Virginia, and render any assistance 
required by the civil authorities of said county to preserve the peace. 
He having received information that some of the empicyes of the 
Baltimore and Obio Railroad Company, at that point, had ceased to 
work, and had refused to permit the trains to pass over the road. 
Within two hours after receiving this order 1 reported that my com- 
mand was ready to take the train for the point named. 

The command consisted of three commissioned officers and fifty-five 
таеп, 

We left the Wheeling depot at 4 o'clock P. m., and arrived at 
Grafton shortly after dark, at this point the men were furnished sup- 
per. The platform opposite the hotal was filled with a dense crowd 
of excited railroad hands and persons in sympathy with them. For 
prudential reasons I ordered the men to carry their arms into the din- 
ning room and retain possession of them while eating. : Immediately 
after supper some arrests were made by the civil authorities. I was 
asked by the Prosecuting Attorney of the county—or some one rep- 
resenting him—to furnish a detail io guard the prisoners to the 
county-seat, Pruntytown. Second Lieutenant, W. Newt. Linch and 
six men, were detailed for this purpose. Subsequently this order 
was modified and the prisoners were confined under guard in aroom 
in the upper story of the hotel. This guard was left in charge of a 
corporal and four men, with-instructions to obey the orders of the 
civil authorities. ғы 
- We left-Grafton at about 10.0'clock Р. M..and arrived at Martinsburg 
shortly after daylight the ensuing morning. Upon our arrival we 
found the tracks and platforms occupied by an.-angry and excited 
multitude, variqusly estimated, at-from tbroe-to four thousand people. 
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men, women and children, white, black and mixed. Sentries were 
posted on the platforms of the cars and the troops were ordered 
to remain in the cars, to await further developments. I notified the 
Sheriff of Berkeley County, of the presence of my command and that 
I was ready to obey his orders. 


Not deeming it advisable or prudent to have any superflous ammu- 
nition at Martinsburg, I forwarded under a guard of four men, all 
extras to Harper's Ferry, there to remain until otherwise ordered. 

Matters remained in this condition until 5 o’clock Р. м., when I left 
the train and marched my command to the Court House, where we 
remained all night. On the following morning, 19th instant—a 
detachment of the Second U. S. Artillery, under command of Brevet 
Major General Wm. H. French, Colonel of the Fourth U. S. Artil- 
lery, numbering 250 men, armed as Infantry, arrived and took quar- 
ters in the Engine Houseof the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company. 
At noon on this day, R. M. Delaplain, Colonel and Aid to the Gover- 
nor, read a proclamation from the Governor commanding a dispersion 
of the mob. 

About this time a printed proclamation was issued and circulated 
among the crowd, signed by В. B. Hayes, President of the United 
States. Neither of these documents appeared to have any effect upon 
the mob. 

On the afternoon of the succeeding day all of the troops were assem- 
bled at the depot of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. Atter some 
preliminary details, the troops were put into .position and, a “for- 
ward” ordered at fixed bayonets, my company occupying the extreme 
left, at the base of the cliff west of the hotel. Immediately following 
the charge, the mob broke and fled to the cliff The track, platform 
and yard, was cleared in about five minutes. Following this the 
sheriff notified me that he was ready to commence making arests. I 
accompanied him with my command up the track (westward) and made 
several arrests, and conveyed the persons to the court house. We 
were surrounded by a howling mob, they did not however attempt to 
interfere with the arrested parties. This ppacticalky settled the dis- 
turbance at Martinsburg.  ' | 

At about 5 o'clock р. M. on this day two freight trains were moved 
out of the depot, one eastward, the other westward. The eastward 
bound train was largely made up of cars containing oil, and was 
destroyed by fire the following night in Baltimore. The westward 
train was stopped by the rioters at Кеузог. These trains were 
guarded by U. 8. troops. 

On the night of the 21st of July, I ordered Second Lieutenant 
Linch, with twenty men of my company, and a Third Lieutenant 
and twenty men of Captain Faulkner’s company, to proceed to Sir 
John's Run, Morgan county, and there take post, relieving a Lieuten- 
ant and detachment of U. S. troops, that had been ordered there two 
days previous. At a point opposite Sir John's Run is situated a 
Lock on the Chesapeake and Obio Canal At this lock a number of 
canal boats were laid up and some six hundred boatmen were ona 
strike. These boatmen had been in the habit of crossing the 
Potomac at this point and creating disturbances with the railroad 
hands and depredating generally on the property ої the citizens of 
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this State. The second day after Lieutenant Linch arrived at Sir 
John's Run I visited his post. Shortly after I arrived а disturbance 
occured between these boatmen and some breakmen on a passenger 
train, after settling this I had an interview with the ring leader of 
the boatmon and informed him that until otherwise ordered I would 
not permit more than six of them to cross the river into the State 
of West Virginia, at any one time, and that they mustcome unarmed. 
There was no further trouble at Sir John’s Run. 

Lieutenant W. Newt. Linch was relieved by a detail from Captain 
Faulkner’s company, Linch and detailreturning to Martinsburg. My 
command left Martinsburg the morning of the —of July for Wheeling, 
arriving thesameevening. Weremained on guard at the State House, 
until the — day of ——, when we were relieved by order of the 
Governor. 

In conclusion I deem it my duty to bear testimony to the universally 
good conduct of my officers and men. Хо troops could have behaved 
better under the peculiarly trying circumstances by which they were 
surrounded, every order was obeyed promptly and intelligently. It 


- will be recollected that this company was mustered into the state 


service only five days previous to this demand for their services. 

They lefi their different avocations and responded with alacrity to 
the call of the State, knowing that it would incur a great loss to their 
personal interests. At one time half of the command were without 
food for nearly twenty-four hours; the privation and suffering was 
submitted to cheerfully and without a murmur. d

MoorEFIELD, Hardy County, Dec. 16, 1878. 
То Е. L. Woon, Adjutant General, State of West Virginia: 


SIR :—I beg to make the following report of the movements of my 
eompany during the July riots: 

About daybreak on the morning of July: 18th, 1877, an order was 
received by me to move my company to Keyser, there to receive 
arms, etc., and farther orders. By 10 o'clock the company was as- 
sembled and on the march, which was continued to within four 
miles of Keyser without halting, a distance of thirty-five miles, an 
encampment was formed, and at that point, an order was received 
from Col. Delaplain to return home if without ammunition. I 
marched back to Moorefield. On the 26th of the same month, at ten 
o'clock, A. М. an order was received by me to report at Martinsburg, 
to strike the railroad at a point to be selected by myself By 10 
o'clock р. м., of the same day, we encamped at Romney, а march 


_ of thirty-seven miles, and at 10 o'elock P. м. of the next day,. was 


on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, atGreen Spring Run depot, where 
we were transported by cars to Sir Johns' Run, at which place we 
wentinto camp and so remained, except two days when at Martins- 
burg under orders from Col. C. J. Faulkner, Jr. At 1 o'clock P. m., 
August 4th, we were relieved and ordered home by the Governor, 
through Col. Faulkner. The order to Eo into camp at Sir J ohne’ 
Run was from Col, Delaplain. 
My Company behaved throughout with bravery and fortitude.

WEST VIRGINIA UNIVERSITY. 


The Military Department of the University up to the fall session, 
1878, was under command of a United States Army officer. By an 
order from the Secretary of War this officer was ordered back to his 
command, leaving the University without a Military Instructor. The 
Board of Instructors of the University procured the services of Ма- 
jor Thomas Е. Snyder, a distinguished graduate of the Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute, and now the Military Departmant of the University 
is in a most excellent condition, both in respect to precision and 
thoroughness of drill, and completeness of theoretical instruction. 

The Commandants’ report shows that the Corps of Cadets have been 
drilled in the school of the soldier, company, battalion, instruction for 
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skirmishers and the bayonet exercise, as Infantry; and in the school 
of the soldier dismounted, manual of the piece, and school of the bat- 
tery, as Artillery, They have also had frequent drllls in the Target 
Practice with small arms and ordnance. | 

A Military enthusiasm seems to have been aroused at the Univer- 
sity. This should be encouraged and as a moans of so doing, I would 
recommend that the Military Dopartment of the University be fur- 
nished with a complete Military outfit, and that in summer the Cadeta 
be placed in Camp and instructed in the duties of an army in camp 
and on the march., I would also recommend that such of tho officers 
of Militia and Volunteer companies, as may desire it, be instructed 
free of charge, at the University, in Tactics and the Art of War. 

The Cadets should in some way be attached to ihe State forces and 
placed in some manner under State control The military depart- 
mont isinneed of a building to stow its ordnance, ammunition and other 
Mititary stores, and I would recommend that a suitable stone arsenal 
be constructed. 

Requisitions for ammunition for-the University has been made оп 
the State, but our apportionment from the General Government 
having been overdrawn and there being no appropriation made by the 
State to purchase ammunition, the requisition could not be honored.
